We Pay Postage except large trees are shipped express collect 


Please note that most items in this catalog are DELIVERED TO YOU, POSTPAID. This 
means that you pay no postage or handling charges on those items. Some Fruit and Shade Trees 
listed ‘‘Not Postpaid” are too large to go by parcel post. They are shipped by express, you pay 
the express charges. We include extra stock to help pay the express. 


In some orders there are trees which must go by express and also some stock (shrubs and roses) 
which would go parcel post. To avoid making two separate shipments of trees, shrubs and roses 
(see below), we send these entire orders by express. For this privilege, we include extra stock 
which has a greater value than the additional express charges amount to. 


Nursery Stock is shipped at proper planting time. 


Nursery Stock and Seeds are not shipped together. Seeds and Supplies are shipped at once. 
Nursery stock is shipped at proper planting time in your locality. We are equipped so that we 
can start shipping to southern states early in the year. As the season advances, we keep shipping 
farther north until in May we are shipping to the most northern states. If you want your order 
shipped on a particular date, please write this on your order. 


Separate Shipments—Please read this carefully 


Trees (both fruit and shade), shrubs, hedging, small fruit plants, vines (excepting Clematis) 
and roses are shipped first, because they should be planted first as they can stand late frosts and 
cold snaps after being planted. But perennials, bulbs, clematis, should not be planted as early, 
therefore they are shipped separately often 2 or 3 weeks later. So your order may be sent in 
several separate shipments in order that you get your stock at the best planting time and give 
you the best results. For example, if you have ordered roses, shrubs or trees and also perennials 
or bulbs, you will get the roses, shrubs or trees first and the perennials or bulbs later. After you 
get the roses, shrubs, you need not write us about not getting perennials or bulbs as we will ship 
them a little later on. 


New Method of Wrapping 


Weare now using a new product, Polyethylene or Polyethylene-coated kraft paper, which retains 
the natural moisture of plants for several days yet allows them to “‘breathe’’. Exhaustive tests 
by leading colleges and universities and practical use have proven this to be the best method of 
shipping nursery stock. It means that your nursery stock will arrive in perfect condition EVEN 
WITHOUT MOSS OR OTHER PACKING MATERIAL. If shipment arrives during a spell 
of bad weather, you can leave it in the package for several days. Of course, you should plant as 
soon as you Can because the sooner you get it in the ground, the sooner it starts growing and the 
quicker you get flowers or fruit.
